Dear  Mr .   Chairman , 

According  to  our  agreement,  enclosed  herewith  are  the  results  of 
the  telephone  and  written  survey  of  residents  within  the  Seeley  Lake  and 
Swan  Valley  communities  conducted  in  September,    1986. 

Please  note  that  the  survey  encompassed  315  individuals  of  whom 
some  131  were  surveyed  by  phone  and  184  by  completing  the  written 
version  of  the  same  survey  instrument.  Although  we  provided  the  Survey 
Committee  with  400  randomly  selected  telephone  numbers  drawn  from  the 
Seeley-Swan  area,  I  note  that  the  number  of  telephone  responses  recorded 
by  the  Committee's  volunteers  is  disproportionatly  smaller  than  I  would 
like  to  see  for  reliable  inferential  projections.  Since  no  reliable 
projections  are  possible  based  upon  the  number  of  telephone  responses 
alone,  I  merged  the  two  sets  of  data  and  performed  a  computer  cross- 
tabulation  to  compare  the  responses  on  each  question.  In  general,  the 
cross-tabulation  indicates  no  significant  differences  in  the 
characteristics  of  the  two  sets  of  respondents  and  few  differences  in 
opinions  held  by  the  two  groups.  Therefore,  I  believe  that  reliable 
inferential   projections  may  be  based  upon  the  combined  data  base. 

For  example,  at  Q-31  82.5%  of  the  telephone  respondents  indicated 
that  their  Seeley-Swan  property  is  occupied  all  year  long  as  compared  to 
82.7%  of  those  completing  the  written  version.  Similarly,  at  Q-32,  86.7% 
of  the  telephone  respondents  consider  themselves  the  principle  property 
owner  as  compared  to  83.8%  of  those  completing  the  written  version. 
Voter  registration  and  voting  performance  at  Q-33  and  Q-34  were  also 
comparable  as  was  the  home  community  (Q-35)  distribution  with 
approximatly  60%  Seeley  Lake  and  25%  Swan  Valley  in  both  sets  of 
responses.  I  did  note  some  diferences  in  the  age  distribution  of  the  two 
sets  of  respondents  with  the  telephone  group  being  somewhat  older  than 
the  written  group.  However,  I  also  note  that  in  both  groups  the  40-59 
age  category  was  the  preponderant  category  and  nearly  identical  in 
encompassing  37%  of  the  respondents.  Therefore,  I  conclude  that  there 
are  no  significant  differences  in  the  demographic  cahracteristics  of  the 
two  groups  and  that  we  may  merge  the  two  data  sets  for  purposes  of 
characterizing  the  opinions  of  the  entire  population  of  the  Seeley-Swan 
area.  Where  there  are  significant  differences  in  opinion  responses 
between  the  two  groups,  I  have  reported  these  differences  in  my  comments 
at  the   appropriate    question. 


As     you    review     these     survey     results     please    recall     that    our 
"confidence    level"    is    approximatly    95%    and    that    our    "confidence 
interval"  is  +/-  5%.     With  respect  to  question   1,    for  example,   we  may  be 
95%  confident  that  between   31.5%  and  Al.5%   of   the   entire  population    feel 
that  the   health  service    offered  by    the  SOS   Health  Center  is  "Good". 

I  have  also  enclosed  the  supplemental  survey  sheets  for  those 
respondents  over  the  age  of  60  who  completed  the  written  version  of  the 
survey.  As  I  recall,  you  wished  to  forward  these  results  to  Missoula 
County   Government. 

I  trust  that  the  survey  process  has  been  helpful  to  the  Committee 
and  to  your  community  and  that  results  will  be  an  aid  to  community 
decision  making.  Please  call  me  directly  if  I  may  be  of  further 
assistance.
